Eleven adults and one juvenile were 
arrested for drug trafficking in an early 
moring sweep in Crawford County 
on Wednesday, Dec. 18. . 

Seventeen police officers from the 
Suike Team Investigative Narcotics 
Group (S.T.I.N.G.), Crawford County 
Sheriff Dept., Grayling City Police, 
and Michigan State Police posts in 
Houghton Lake and Gaylord partici- 
pated in the sweep. 

The officers meet at the Crawford 
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County courthouse at 5:30 a.m. and 
started the sweep at 6:30 a.m. Atleast 
two officers went to each resident 
where a suspect lived. Suspects were 
arrested in Grayling Township, the 
city of Grayling, Frederic Township, 
and Kalkaska County. 

The sweep was completed by 9:30 
a.m. with no extraordinary problems 
encountered during the arrests. An- 
Oiher adult tumed Himself in later that 


day and two suspects remained at large

lion, undercover officers bought ap- 
proximately one pound of marijuana 
and six units of LSD. During the arrest 
sweep, two vehicles (a car and pick- 
up) allegedly used to transport narcot- 
ics were seized by police. 

Undersheriff Coors said hé hoped 
the drug arrests help slow down the 
drug business in the area for awhile. 
But he feels drug busts and punish- 
ment haven't been enough to deter 
drug use and drug sales. 


“Tt seems like we've been doing this 
for 100 years,” said Coors. “We do the 
undercover work, make the arrests, 
someone goes to jail, and someone 
else just takes their place or they get 
outof jail and go back to selling drugs.” 


“There’s too much easy money in 
selling drugs and the punishment just 
doesn’t seem to be cnough wo deter 
people,” he said. “I really feel the only 
way to affect the drug trade is through 


education. I think a program like 
D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education) is the most powerful means 
to deter fulure possible drug users.” 
“With programs like D.A.R.E. kids 
understand the effects of drugs and 
how dangerous they are,” said Coors. 
“Drug use will go down, regardiess of 
how much of a supply of drugs is 
around, if there’s no demand for 
drugs.”

Crawford-Otsego Landfill 
sold to Detroit corporation

City Waste Management, a Detroit- 
based solid waste management como- 
ration, has purchased the Crawford/ 
Otsego Landfill and took over opera- 
tions at noon on December 18. The 
landfill is now called Environmental 


Services. 


Landfill authority attomey James 
Cotant announced the final closing to 


Mm county commissionersat their Decem- 
ber 18 meeting and, in accordance 
s with the purchase agreement, asked 


comnissioners io adopt a Solid Waste 
Flow Control Ordinance that would 
make it a misdemeanor for residents 


or commercial haulers in Crawford 
ce County to dispose of their refuse in 


any landfill except the Crawford/Ot- 
sego Landfill, which they did. 

The ordinance will be published in 
the Crawford County Avalanche for 
one issue. The public then has 30 days 
to express its opinions or request a ref- 
erendum to challenge the ordinance. 
If there is no action from citizens, the 
county will amend its 64 1 Solid Waste 
Management Plan. If 70% of the 
county's governmental units approve 


the 641 amendment, the ordinance 
becomes law. 

“The ordinance is needed to ensure 
revenue for groundwater contamina- 
tion cleanup costs, estimated at more 
than $1 million,” said commission 
chairman Robert McLachlan. 

The new ordinance does not change 
the type of landfill or what type of 
refuse can be taken there. The landfill 
will remain a type two landfill, re- 
stricted for household andcentainkinds 
of demolition refuse. 

Commissioners are siill noi divuig- 
ing the tandfill’s sale price because the 
DNR has not set a price on 80 acres of 
the 260 acre site. That decision will be 
made by the Michigan Natural Re- 
sources Commission meeting in Janu- 
ary. Profit from the sale is to be 
divided between Crawford and Ot- 
sego counties, © 

In other action, commissioners 
adopted the 1992 budget by resolu- 
tion. 

They also approved a contract with 
Dixie Lobsinger to operate the 
Crawford County Animal Shelter for 
two years. Lobsinger will operate the 


shelter under the non-profit umbrella 
of Concemed Citizens for Animals, a 
local group interested in the humane 
treatment of animals, until she can 
establish the shelter as its own non- 
profit entity. 

Lobsinger is to take over manage- 
ment of the shelter on Friday, Decem- 
ber 20. Commissioners approved a 
moratorium on all euthanasia at the 
shelter until the transfer of manage- 
ment is in effect. 

Commissioner Robert Smock said 
ne continues to be concemed about 
how local police agencies are sup- 
posed to handle animal control com- 
plaints after December 20. McLach- 
fan suggested the issue of animal 
control be taken back to the personne! 
and labor committee for its recom- 
mendation, 

County treasurer Joseph Wakeley 
suggested that the money be set aside 
in a trust that cannot be accessed and 
the interest from the trust be used for 

capital improvements to the County 
Building and Jail, but commissioners 
said they needed more time before

Probate Court using firm hand to guide county's juvenile offenders

Regardless of the problem, Probate 
Judge John Hunter's message to 
Crawford County’s juvenile offend- 
ers is clear: disrespect for the law will! 
not be tolerated. 

During Judge Hunter’s three-year 
tenure as the county’s youngest pro- 
bate judge, his judgments have been 
consistently tough and fair, benefit- 
ling the welfare of both youth and 
community alike. 

His “hands-on” method of working 
with youthful offenders has proven 
itself effective. Juveniles benefit when 
they learn that Judge Hunter and his 
staff genuinely care about them and 
have high expectations ofeach youth’s 


ability to tum their life around and 
become a valuable member of the 
community, Taxpayers benefit by a 
probate court system that has saved 
the county more than $40,000 each 
year since Judge Hunter took office in 
January, 1989, 

Unlike adult courts, Judge Hunter 
said the probate court has the authority 
and obligation to create programs that 
will prevent or punish juvenile delin- 
quency. Three of the programs most 
commonly used by the Judge and 
juvenile officer Tom Haskel are the 
quiet room, teen jury, and the formal 
dispositions (sentencing). 

FORMAL DISPOSITIONS 

Probate Court hearings are sched- 


uled when a petition has been filed al- 
leging that a juvenile has broken a law. 
If the juvenile denies the charge, pleads 
innocent, a trial date is set. The trial 
can be with cither the judge or a jury. 
If the juvenile pleads guilt or is found 
guilty following a trial, disposition or 
sentencing occurs, just as it does in an 
adult court of law. 

“T’m charged under the law to tailor 
make dispositions or sentencing or- 
ders to fit the best interests of the com- 
munity of Crawford County as well as 
juveniles and I have to balance both 
those needs,” said Judge Hunter. 

_ Disposition altematives include pro- 
bation and probation with terms such 
as in-home detention. In-home deten- 


City sewer rates to increase Jan. 1 


The City of Grayling is increasing 
sewer use rates to finance the 
construction and operation of an 
expanded lagoon system and spray 
irrigation facility. 

The expanded system is designed to 
treat 550,000 gallons per day. The 
current system was designed io ireat 
360,000 gallons per day and was 
constructed in 1971 with an expected 
life of 20 years. The system has been 
overloaded for about eight years and is 
currently processing about 430,000 
gallons per day. 

The new construction was partially 
financed with an Environmental 
Protection Agency Grant of about 
$3,700,000 and a Farmers Home 
Administration Grant of $150,000. 
The balance of the construction cost 
will come trom local funds which must, 
by law, be borne by the users of the 
system on a per gallon of use basis. 
The operation of the sewer system 
must by law be paid for directly by the 


users. 

The rates to be charged for various 
users mustreflect the cost of providing 
sewer services to those users and must 
include revenue for the following, 

1. Repayment of a $2,000,000 
loan at 5% for 40 years to Farmers 
Home Administration. 

2, City share of Capital 
Construction Cost for the new 
treatment plant (rebuilding of capital 
reserves). 

3. Administrative cost of running 
the sewer system. 

4, Operation and maintenance 
costs of operating the system, 

The new sewer rates are effective on 
January 1, 1992, and will appear on 
the April 1992 water and sewer bills. 

The new rates will be $2.97 per 
thousand gallons of use for the sewer 
portion of the bill. There will also be 
a $7 per bill administrative charge for 
meter reading, billing, bill collection 
and related services. 


The major changes from previous 
billing for water and sewer use are: 
1. There will be no minimum bill. 


Each sewer user will be billed for 


actualuse at $2.97 per thousand gallons 
plus$7. Bach water user will be billed 
.73cents per 1,000 gallons used. There 
will be no volume discounts for large 
USCTS. 

2. The current practice of 
adjusting summer water bills for 
sprinkling will not be used (you must 
have a separate water meter for non- 
sewer uses or you will be charged for 
sewer usc on all water used), 

3. Residential-sewer-only 
customers will have a flat rate charge 
of $65.20 per quarter under the new 
sysicm because the average residential 
usc of the system is 19,600 gallons per 
quarter (note: Sewer-only customers 
willno longer be billed for water also). 

The total effect of the new sewer 
rates combined with no change in

tion is monitored by caseworkers who 
go outand check to see if the juveniles 
on detention are where they are sup- 
posed to be and also utilizes electronic 
tethers for the same purpose. 

Judge Hunter said his dispositions 
have included everything from taking 
away the driver’s license of a youth to 
denying another the right to ski. 

A standard rule and order of proba- 
tion for every offender is that delin- 
quents turn in all homework assign- 
ments, whether it’s assigned as day 
work or homework, 

Judge Hunter, a strong advocate of 
education, credits the Probate Court’s 
good working relationship with school 
administrators and individual teach- 


ers for the success of this part of the 
Probate Court’s program. 

His program depends on immediate 
feed back from teachers regarding a 
juvenile’s attendance, attitude, and 
homework status. 

“I don't care if they get an ‘A, B, or 
C’ on their homework as long as they 
hand it in,” said Hunter. Last spring, 
two Probate Court probationers who 
were failing in school became honor 
roll students, simply because they were 
required to tum in their homework. 

“Once you can get kids to experi- 
ence that kind of success, hopefully 
success will breed success,” said 
Haskel. “When kids see their success 
on a report card, when they see they 


are on the honor roll, they want to 
continue to get good grades in the 
future, not because someone is forc- 
ing them, but because they want to,” 
he said. 

Juveniles with severe education 
problems are tested and enrolled in a 
tutorial program provided by New Life 
Community Services and the Youth 
Services Bureaus. 

Youthful offenders learn quickly 
that Probate Court staffmembers mean 
what they say, are going to follow 
through on their orders, and are al- 
ways Consistent. 

“The typical view of probation is a 
slap on the wrist,” said Haskel, “and

“Renegade” may be too strong a 
term for Mr. Buchanan. He likely 
would contend that Mr. Buchanan is 
the regular and Mr. Bush is the 
renegade, Mr. Buchanan is a writer 
by trade, anda political commentator. 
He wrote speeches for Presidents 
Nixon and Reagan, and has achieved 
a bit of notoriety as a TV 
commentator and newspaper 
columnist with overt right-wing bias. 

Mr, Duke, the former Klansman 
and self-professed Nazi, is more 
clearly a renegade. After making 
over both his politics and his facial 
appearance, he has, however, won

election as a Republican to the 
Louisiana state legislature, and has 
been a Republican candidate for U.S. 
Senate and governor in Louisiana, 
drawing respectable but losing vote 
totals each time. Mr. Duke belicves 
he’sa legitimate Republican regardless 
of what anyone else thinks. 


* * * 

THE SPICE IN Michigan will 
come from the March 17 presidential 
preference primary, Both Mr. Duke 
and Mr. Buchanan will be vi the 
Republican ballot, along with Mr. 
Bush. Michigan’s formally 
organized Republicans have failed — 
so far-—in keeping the ballot clear for 
Mr. Bush. 

Republican party regulars in 
Michigan don’t want Mr. Duke on the 
ballot for a couple of reasons. First 
reason is they don’t want anything to 
do with him at all. In both Duke 
statewide campaigns in Louisiana, 
regular Republicans renounced him. 
Mr. Bush, the Republican president, 
urged votes for Mr. Duke’s Democratic 
opponents. Party regulars wish Mir. 
Duke would simply go away. He 
won’ t, of course. 

Another reason Republicans don’t 
want him on the ballot is they’ re afraid 
of how many votes he might draw in 
Michigan. They remember 1972, when 
Democrats faced a similar dilemma. 

Twenty years ago, Michigan 
Democratic regulars watched in 
dismay as Alabama’s Gov. George 
Wallace entered their presidential 
primary and took 39 percent of the 
vote against Edmund Muskie and the 
eventual nominee, George McGovern. 
At that time, Mr. Wallace enjoyed as 
much acceptance among most 
Democratic party regulars as Mr. Duke 
receives from Republican leaders 
today.

it’s quite the opposite with us.” Has- 
kel said juveniles are required to come 
in on a weekly to daily basis. “They 
know that we know how they're doing 
and what they’re doing,” he said, If 
any problems occur, Judge Hunter said 
an immediate hearing is scheduled 
and, “we address the problem right 
now.” 

Youths who find themselves stand- 
ing before Judge Hunter repeatedly, 
find his dispositions become more 
severe and can include time in adown- 
state juvenile “lock-up.” Parents are 
required to pay for lock-up detention 
charges of between $110 to $200 per 
day. 

THE QUIET ROOM 

The Quiet Room isanother program 
created by the Crawford County Pro- 
bate Court to encourage academic 
achicvernent and self-discipline. tis 
reserved for disruptive studentsat high 
school and middle school levels that 
require repeated disciplinary action 
by school administrators, including 
expulsion. 

School administrators can request 
Quiet Room time for students with 
repetitive disciplinary problems by 
petitioning the Probate Court, detail- 
ing thestudent’s offenses and the steps 
the school has taken to solve these 
problems, 

The Quiet Room is in the County 
Building basement. Students assigned 
here spend the same hours in the Quiet 
Room as they would if they were in 
school. During this time, students are 
required todo their school work. There 
is no talking or distractions. They 
bring their own sack lunch, supply 
their own transportation, and are al- 
lowed one bathroom break in the 
morning and afternoon. The only 
possessions allowed in the QuietRoom 
are those necessary to complete as- 
signed school work. A supervisor is 
on duty all day, In addition to school 
assignments from their teachers, each 
student is required to write Judge 
Hunter an essay entitled, “What am I 
doing with my life?” 

“Wedon’ tintend forthe QuietRoom 
tobea fun experience,” said the Judge. 
“What we want is some time for re- 
flection and to remove the classclown 
atmosphere, We’ve put a stop to the 
proverbial “three-day vacation.” 

Judge Hunter's Quiet Room goal is 
to instill in each student the reality that 
they have a responsibility as a young 
adult towards their classmates. 

“They are not going to be out on the 


_ Streets, rewarded with ‘time off for 


bringing about their own expulsion 
from school,” Judge Hunter stated. 
“For some, the Quiet Room offers the 
first opportunity to be in an atmos- 
phere for a couple of days where it is 
really quiet, where they can experi- 
ence uninterrupted thinking.” 

Tf a student does not complete his 
homework assignments during the 


AS . period of expulsion, he is required to 
‘ 


return tothe Quiet Room on Saturdays 
until it is completed. 

The Quiet Room is privately funded. 
Georgia-Pacific Resin and Formalde- 
hyde Plant has donated $1,000 to help 
pay for the expense of the supervisor 
and other related expenses. 

Judge Hunter said there have been 
several students repeat the Quiet Room 
experience, but that the percentage is 
very small. He said students who 
repeat the experience are usually in- 
volved in other Probate Court actions. 

TEEN JURY 

Some juvenile offenders go before a 

teen jury. These must be first time 


offenders who have pled guilty to. 


breaking a misdemeanoroffense. Both 
the juvenile and parents must agree to 
be heard by a teen jury. 

The first teen jury trial occurred in 
the spring, 1990. A teen jury is made 
up of 12 jurors from Grayling High 
School junior and senior students. 
These jurors act as a jury of the 
offender’s pears. 

During the trial, members of the 
jury ask the offender and his parents 


lion. The Judge is free to accept nonc, 
231, or part of the juries recommenda- 
tions when deciding upon his disposi- 
tion. If the juvenile complies with the 
terms of the sentence Judge Hunter 
proposes, the maiter is ultimately dis- 
missed, 

“The teen jury is a very difficult 
process for the juvenile and his par- 
ents to go through because they are 
questioncd by 12 tcenagers,” said 
Hunter. “They really probe, and in 
many cases the members of the jury 
have an uncanny way Of getting to the 
problem. 

Hunter said one jury recommended 
that part of the court order be that the 
parent spend 40 minutes a day with his 
child because there were four other 
siblings in the family and they saw 
that as a problem, Hunter said he de- 
cided to incorporate the suggestion 
into his final disposition. 

“We've never had a juvenile of- 
fender return to the Probate Court after 
going through a teen jury experience,” 
said Hunter. 

RESIDENTIAL 
INSTITFUTIONALIZATION 

Removal from the home and place- 
ment in aresidential institution is con- 
sidered only as a last resort by Judge 
Hunter and his staff. 

“Removing a child from his home 
and community is too impersonal and 
gives responsibility for a problem I 
consider mine to someone else,” said 
Hunter. He said it is also extremely 
costly, about $150 per day. 

“When we come to the point where 
we have to institutionalize a child, we 
have ail lost. The parents have lost, 
the child has lost, the community has 
iost, and the Probate Court has lost. It 
means we’ve tried everything we can 
and we haven’t been successful and 
what we're doing now is protecting 
the community, That’s a sad point to 
get to,” he said. 

“On the other hand,” he continued, 
“when we are successful, and the kids 
are ready to be released from our care, 
they look at the court as a variety of 
resources to heip them, and they know 
they can come to us if they have prob- 
lems in the future,” 

“If our programs hadn’t worked I 
would have discontinued them and 
tried something else,” said Judge 
Hunter. “But my gut feeling said we 
were on the right track.” _
